Chicago—Authorities of sev- 


eral counties were watching all 
roads Friday for trace of four 
automobile loads of train rob- 
bers who robbed a Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul ex- 
press and mail train Thursday 
night-carrying away a fortune 
in registered mail. Postal and 
bank officials, however, said 
the loot would be much less 
than early estimates which had 
ranged from $1,000,000 to $2,- 
000,000. 


Although the holdup wasjone 


of the most daring in railroad 
history, and was executed with 
precision and by a large band, 
the exact number of which has 
not been ascertained, A. E. Ger- 
mer, chief postoffice inspector 
here, declared the loss would 
not exceed $100,000 in his 
opinion. Federal Reserve bank 
officials said all shipments of 
currency and securities from 
the 'Federal Reserve bank of 
Chicago aggregated $75,000. 


ALL, ROADS ARE WATCHED 
Milwaukee—Sheriffs, deputies and 


police mounted on motorcycles and In 
automobiles are patrolling all roads 
leading from Milwaukee in an effort 
to intercept the men who held up 
train No. 57 on the Chicago.

SEPTIC SORE THROAT EPIDEMIC IN 1922 


The fact-that thejrwere living1 in a "fool's'para- 


dise" was rudely brought home to> the citizens-of 
Portland by (a septic sore throat epidemic in 
March, 1922. 


This epidemic was studied by Benson and Sears 


and resultednn 4S7 cases and twenty-two deaths. 
The disease was spread through- raw milk from a 
dairy which had scored at the very top of the 
list The germ causing septic sore throat has not 
been recognized with certainty and accordingly 
tHere is always considerable uncertainty con- 
nected- with any attempt to trace the infection to 
its source. However, one of the milkers at the 
dairy had a mild case of -sore throat,- so mild that 
he did not.qyit work. A cp'w in this dairy had 
an inflamed-quarter which-closely resembled ord- 
inary garget but bacterial, cultures indicated that 
the germ in this udder differed from those ordin- 
arily causing garget^and closely resembled the 
germ in the throat of the milker. 


Circumstantial 
evidence suggests that the 


milker with an unrecognized- case of sore throat 
infected the cow and that before the "cow was 
really known to be diseased she in turn infected 
the milk supply. Regardless of this theorizing 
the fact remains that the use' of the raiv milk- 
from this dairy sent twenty-two people to un- 
timely graves and caused considerable inconven- 
ience to 465 -other consumers. 


Previous to this epidemic many of the local 


physicians had been strong for raw milk and 
even, in^the face of the. epidemic a considerable 
number"-'of them still defended the use of raw 
-milk. ^Itjs^practically te)i years since the leaders 
among 'the 'medical men became convinced that 
pasteurization offered the only practical oroteo 
tion to tlie general milk supply and even yet there 
are many physicians who have really never heard 
of- the need of pasteurization. 


As soon as the existence of an epidemic spread 


through raw milk was recognized the City De- 
partment of Health required the neating of the 
milk from this Dairy/and the epidemic stopped at 
once. 


Typhoid Epidemic of 1924 


Julius- Caesar and* the Portland raw milk dis- 


tributors have at least one thing in common, 
March is their unlucky month. During March, 
1924, there developed a typhoid epidemic among 
the patrons of a second raw milk dairy. This 
dairy was likewise of high standing on the basis 
of the-score card and the production of the milk 
had been surrounded with all of the safeguards 
which are commonly considered desirable at the 
farm. 
The cattle were tuberculin tested, the 


' utensils, barn and cows were satisfactorily clean 


and the people engaged in handling the milk were 
believed to be- healthy. This epidemic resulted 
' in 26 cases and three deaths to date. 


A careful search for the source of the typhoid 


bacilli included tests of the excretions from all of 
the people coming into contact, with the milk. 
The examination- of the fourth set of samples 
showed that one OT the milkers was a typhoid 
carrier. While the germs could not be found in 
his f eces they were present in his urine to the ex- 


• , tent of practically 10,000,000 per cubic centimet- 


er. The carrier was a man of approximately 70 
years who gave no history of having ever had 
typhoid fever. He had been employed in connec- 
tion with this dairy for about three months and 


• it is not clear why he had not sooner become 
/ the occasion of an epidemic. The evidence at 


hand suggests that he probably passes the typhoid 
gerins only at intervals. The study of this sec- 
ond epidemic and the location of the typhoid 
carrier was conducted by Dr. Sears and the re- 
sults of his study will undoubtedly appear later 
in a medical journal. 


As soorf-as the connection between the typhoid 


epidemic and the raw milk dairy was fecognizeH 
the Health Department required the pasteuriza- 


** tion of the milk and the epidemic soon came to an 


end. 
The" modern Health Department is fairly 


good at "locking the door after the horse is 
stolen.1'
